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The request for reconsideration has been considered but does not place the application in condition for allowance. Applicant's arguments 
with respect to the definition of dyskinesia are not persuasive. Applicant's contention that the website "www.answers.com" is not considered 
to be an authoritative source of technical information is not persuasive. Examiner's intent on citing said website was merely used as an 
evidentiary source for the definiton of dyskinesia. It is Examiner's contention that the definition of dyskinesia would not have changed from 
before the time of Applicant's invention to the time the website was made public. Thus because both myoclonus and dyskinesia involve 
involuntary movements, it would have been obvious to have employed topiramate to improve myclonic jerks as taught by Dursun to have 
also treated dyskinesia. Furthermore, the arguments directed toward the 103 rejection of claims 19, 25, and 26 citing Dunsun with Wolters 
have been considered but are not persuasive. Examiner maintains rejection for reasons of record. If one is trying to treat dyskinesia, it is 
irrelevant the condition from which it arises, whether it is a symptom of a disease or the side effect of a drug, dyskinesia is dyskinesia.
